a want of a thorough knowledge of the contents of 
the Bible, experience the greatest difficulty in knowing 
where to find the words which are specially addressed, 
and therefore specialljr adapted, to the various states 
of mind they meet with in their visits. The conse- 
quence is, unsuitable words are chosen; that which 
applies to the Christian only, is read to the imcon- 
verted; and still more often, the message sent by 
Grod in his own words to the individual, is not faith- 
fully delivered by the messenger, because the * sword 
of the Spirit ' is allowed to remain in the scabbard, 
and the words of man are substituted for *the true 
sayings of Gk)d.* 

The Author ventures to hope, that many who can 
sympathize with him in this painful experience, will find 
"Illusthativb Scripture Readings'* for the Visita- 
tion of the Poor, a Mend in need. He trusts also, that 
this combination of scripture truth, will be found 
useful as a pocket companion for private meditation, 
and as a book of reference to many, who are often 
engaged in the study of Grod's word, but have no time 
to consult the pages of mwe elaborate volumes. 

In conclusion, tiie Author would add, that the whole 
work has been compiled in humble dependence upon 
the Holy Spirit for the wisdom required ; and it is 
now sent forth to the world, accompanied with earnest 
prayer, and confident hope, that the blessing of God 
may attend its use to the salvation of sinners, and the 
sanctification of saints, and thus to the advancement 
of the Eedeemer's Kingdom. 

If these objects are realized, even in a humble mea- 
sure, the Compiler will rejoice in knowing his labours 
have not been in vain, and to the Divine Author of 
the sacred words of which this book is composed, shall 
be all the glory.

refuge. ^For the name of the Lord is a strong 
tower: the righteous runneth into it, and is 
safe. — ^''This is the confidence that we have in 
him, that if we ask anything according to his 
wiU, he heareth us. And if we know that he 
hear us, whatsoever we ask, we know that we 
have the petitions that we desired of him."

ILLTJSTRATION. Pavl shipwreched, 

^"It was determined that Paul, and certain 
other prisoners, s should sail into Italy. And 
the centurion found a ship, and he put them 
therein. And when they had sailed slowly 
many days, they came unto a "oleuCiQ ^-aSL^^ '•^^^^ 
fair havens. ' Now wten muda. ^i^l<e^ ^«u^ ^-^^^^ , 
and aedling was dangeiOMS, "Pa\iiL a'isasyc^^'^^ 
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them and said; *Sirs, I perceive that this 
voyage will be with hurt and much damage, 
not only of the lading, and ship, but also of our 
lives.' — Nevertheless the centurion believed 
the master and the owner of the ship, more 
than those things which were spoken by Paul. 
But not long after there arose against them a 
tempestuous wind, and neither sun nor stars 
in many days appeared, and no small tempest 
lay on them, and all hope that they should be 
saved was then taken away. 

''But after long abstinence Paul stood forth in 
the midst of them, and said, ' Sirs, I exhort 
you to be of good cheer : for there shall be no 
loss of any man's life among you, but of the 
ship. For there stood by me this night the 
angel of Q-od, whose I am, and whom I serve, 
saying : Fear not, Paul ; thou must be brought 
before Csesar, and lo, Q-od hath given thee all 
them that sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, be 
of good cheer : for I believe God, that it shall 
be even as it was told me. Howbeit we must 
be cast upon a certain island.' 

^*And when the fourteenth night was come, 
as they were driven up and down, about mid- 
night the shipmen deemed that they drew 
near to some country. Then fearing lest they 
should have fallen upon rocks, they cast four 
anchors out of the stem, and wished for the 
day. And while the day was coming on, Paul 
besought them all to take meat, saying ; ' This 
Js the fourteenth day that ye have tarried and 
continued fasting. Wherefore 1 ^Toy ^o^3L \.q 
^alre some meat; for this is for yo\ii \L^^>i^i.\ — 
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for there shall not an hair fall from the head 
of any of you.' And when he had thus spoken, 
he took bread, and gave thanks to &od in pre- 
sence of them aU. — ^And they were in all in 
the ship two hundred three score and sixteen 
souls. 

"And when it was day, they knew not the 
land : but they discovered a certain creek with 
a shore. And they committed themselves unto 
the sea, and ran the ship aground ; and the 
forepart stuck fast, and remained immoveable, 
but the hinder part was broken with the vio- 
lence of the waves. — ^And the soldiers' counsel 
was to kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
should swim out and escape. But the centu- 
rion, willing to save Paul, kept them from their 
purpose; and commanded that they which 
could swim should cast themselves first into 
the sea, and get to land ; and the rest, some 
on boards, and some on broken pieces of the 
ship. — ^And so it came to pass, that they es- 
caped all safe to land."

ILLUSTRATION. The copUve Jews in the fwrnace, 

^ " Nebuchadnezzar, the King ofBabyhn^ made 
an image of gold, <md set it up in the plain of 
Dura. Then the king sent to gather together 
the princes, the governors, and the captains, 
the judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the 
sheriffs, and all the rulers of the provinces, to 
come to the dedication of the image ; and they 
stood before the image that he had set up. 

** Then an herald cried aloud : — ' To you it is 
commanded, people, nations, and languages, 
that at what time ye hear tiie sound of all 
kinds of music, ye fall down and worship the 
golden image tiLat Nebuchadnezzar the king 
hath set up. And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth, shall the same hour be cast into 
the midst of a burning fiery furnace.' 

** Therefore, when all the people heard the 
sound of music, they fell down and worshipped 
the golden image.

'We are not careful to answer thee in this 
matter. ^ If it be so, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burning fiery 
furnace, and he will deliver us out of thine 
hand, king. But if not, be it known unto 
thee, king, that we will not serve thy gods, 
nor worship the golden imdge which thou hast 
set up.' 

" Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and 
he commanded that they should heat the fur- 
nace one seven times more than it was wont to 
be heated. Then these men were bound in 
their garments, and were cast into the midst of 
the burning fiery furnace.

And the princes, governors, and captains, and 
the king's counsellors, being gathered together, 
saw these men, upon whose bodies the fire had 
no power, nor was an hair of their head singed, 
neither were their coats changed, nor the smell 
of fire had passed on them. 

" Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, and said: 
* Blessed be the Gh>d of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego, who hath sent his angel, and de- 
livered his servants that trusted in him, and 
hath changed the king's word, and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve nor 
worship any god except their own Q-od. — ^There 
is no othe^ God that can deliver after this 
sort.' "

'''It pleased kina Darius to set over his 
Idngdoia an himdred and twenty princes ; and 
over these, three presidents ; of whom Daniel 
was first : because an excellent spirit was found 
in him. Then the presidents and princes sought 
to find occasion against Daniel concerning the 
kingdom; but they could find none occasion 
nor £Ei.ult ; forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in him. 
Then said these men, ' We shall not find any 
occasion against this Daniel, except we find it 
against him concerning the law of his Gk)d.' 

" Then they assembled together to the king, 
and said thus unto him ; ' King Darius, live 
for ever. — We have consulted together to estab- 
lish a royal statute, and to make a firm decree, 
that whosoever shall ask a petition of any God 
or man for thirty days, save of thee, king, 
he shall be cast iato the den of lions.* Where- 
fore king Darius signed the decree. 

** Now when Daniel knew that it was signed, 
he went into his house ; and his windows being 
open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he 
l^eeled upon his knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his G-od, as he 
did aforetime. 

"Then these men assembled, and found 
Daniel praying and making supplication before 
his Qt)d. Then they came near, and said 
before the king, ♦ That Daniel, who ia of thft 
children of the captivity oi ^AjAsik, it^^^s^iJ^*^^ 
not thee, O king, nor the iect^^ ^k^ai^^^oKOas^ 
y 
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signed, but maketh his petitions three tinx^^^ a, 
day.' Then the king, when he heard tfce^a 
words, was sore displeased with himself, and. 
set his heart on Daniel to deliver him. Bu^ . 
these men said unto him, ' Know, king, / 
that the law of the Modes and Persians is : 
That no decree nor statute which the king 
establisheth may be changed.' 

** Then Darius commanded, and they brought 
Daniel, and cast him into the den of lions. 
Now the king spake, and said unto Daniel, 
* Thy God whom thou servest continually, he 
will deliver thee.' And a stone was brought, 
and laid upon the mouth of the den ; and the 
king sealed it with his own signet and with the 
signet of his lords ; that the purpose might not 
be changed concerning Daniel. 

"Then the king went to his palace, and 
passed the night fasting : neither were instru- 
ments of music brought before him : and his 
sleep went from him. And he arose very 
early in the morning, and went in haste unto 
the den of lions. And when he came to the 
den, he cried with a lamentable voice, and 
said, * Daniel, servant of the living Q-od, is 
thy God whom thou servest continually, able 
to deliver thee from the lions?' Then said 
Daniel unto the king, * king, live for ever. 
My God hath sent his angel, and hath shut the 
lions' mouths, that they have not hurt me : for- 
asmuch as before him innocency was found in 
me; and. also before thee, king, have I done 
^ no hurt.' Then was I)a/riu% excee^iixitt ^g^aA. v 
^orliim, and commanded that tl:iey B^ovdaL^ate \ 
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Daniel up out of the den, and no manner of 
hurt was found upon him, because he believed 
in his Gt>d. 

" And the king commanded, and they brought 
those men which had accused Daniel, and 
they cast them into the den of lions; them, 
their children, and their wives. And the lions 
had the mastery of them, and brake all their 
bones in pieces or ever they came at the bottom 
of the den."

^**Paiil, an apostle (not of men, neither by 
man, but by Jesus Christ, and GK)d the Father), 
saith; **Are others ministers of Christ? I am 
more; in labours more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons more frequent, in 
deaths ofk. Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have been in 
the deep. 

** In Damascus, the governor under Aretas 
the king, kept the city of the Damascenes with 
a garrison, desirous to apprehend me. And 
through a window in a basket was I let down 
by the wall, and escaped his hands. 

" In joumeyings often, in perils of waters, 
in perils of robbers, in perils by mine own 
counlaymen, in perils by the heathen, in perils 
in the city, in perils in the wilderness, in perils 
in the sea, in perils among false brethren ; in 
weariness and painfulness, in watchings often, 
in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold 
and nakedness. Beside those things that are 
without, that which cometh upon me daily, the 
care of all the churches. — ^^But none of these 
things move me, neither count I my life dear 
unto myself, so that I might finish my course 
with joy, and the minisfiy which I have re- 
ceived of the Lord Jesus, to testify the GK)spel 
of the grace of God."

As we 
haye therefore opportunity, let us do good unto 
all men, especially unto them who are of the 
household of faith.

his gate, full of sores, and desiring to be fed 
with, tbe crumbs wbich fell &om the rich man's 
table. 

** And it came to pass, that the beggar died, 
and was carried by the angels into Abraham's 
bosom. The rich man also died, and was 
buried. And in hell he lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, and seeth Abraham afar ofi^ and 
Lazarus in his bosom. And he cried and S€tid, 
< Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my tongue ; for I am 
tormented in this flame.' But Abraham said^ 
* Son, remember that thou in thy lifetime re- 
ceivedst thy good things, and likewise Lazarus 
evil things : but now he is comforted, and thou 
art tormented. And beside all this, between 
us and you there is a great gulf fixed : so that

'He will regard 
the prayer of the destitute, and not desi)i8o 
their prayer. This shall be written for the 
feneration to come ; and the people which shall 
be created shall xn*aise the Lord. ''For he shall 
deliver the needy when he crioth ; the poor also, 
and "hiTn that hath no helper. He shall spare 
the poor and needy, and shall save the soul of 
the needy. ^In the days of famine he shall be 
satisfied — ^bread shall be given him; his waters 
shall be sure. ^°The Lord will not suffer the 
soul of the righteous to famish ; " /br like as a 
fieither pitieth his children, so the Lord pitieth 
them that fear him. For he knoweth our n*ame ; 
he remembereth that we are dust. 

"" He that spared not his own son, but de- 
livered him up for us all, how shall he not

This man was the greatest of all the 
men of the East. — ^And the Lord said unto 
Satan : — * Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in the earth, a per- 
fect and an upright man, — one that feareth God, 
and escheweth evil ? ' Then Satan answered the 
Lord : — * Doth Job fear God for nought ? Thou 
hast blessed the work of his hands, and his 
substance is increased in the land. But put 
forth thine hand now, and touch aU that he 
hath, and he will curse thee to thy face.' And 
the Lord said unto Satan : — * Behold, aU that 
he hath is in thy power; only upon himself put 
not forth thine hand.' — So Satan went forth 
fipom the presence of the Lord. 

"And there was a day when there came a 
messenger unto Job, and said: — *The oxen 
were ploughing, and the asses feeding beside 
them, and the Sabeans fell upon them and 
took them away ; yea, they have slain the ser- 
vants with the edge of the sword ; and I only 
am escaped alone to teU thee.'

The importance of Christian love,

could remove mountains, and have not charity, 
I am nothing. And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not charity, it 
pronteth me nothing. 

** Charity suffereth long, and is kind ; charity 
envieth not ; charity vaunteth not itself, — ^is not 
pufPed up,— -doth not behave itself unseemly, — 
seeketh not her own, — ^isnot easily provoked, — 
thinketh no evil ; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but 
rejoiceth in truth. Beareth all things, — ^be- 
lieveth all things, — ^hopeth all things, — endur- 
- eth all things ; charity never faileth. And now 
abideth faim, hope, charity, — ^these three ; but 
the greatest of these is charity."

* "Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a fault, 
ye which are spiritual, restore such an one in 
the spirit of meekness; considering thyself, 
lest thou also be tempted. Bear ye one another's 
burdens, and so fulfil the law of Christ ; * and 
if any man have a quarrel against any ; even 
as Christ forgave you, so also do ye. 

*"As ye would that men should do to you, do 
ye also to them likewise. For if ye love them 
which love you, what thank have ye ? for sin- 
ners also love those that love them. And if ye 
do good to them which do good to you, what 
thaik have ye? for sinners also do even the 
same. And if ye lend to them of whom ye hope 
to receive, what thank have ye ? for sinners also 
lend to sinners, to receive as much again. But 
love ye your enemies, and do good, and lend, 
hoping for nothing again; and your reward 
shall be great, and ye shall be the children of 
the Highest ; for he is kind imto the imthank- 

Zful and to the evil. Be ye therefore merciful, 
asjrour Father also is mercifal."

But forasmuch as he had not 
to pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, and 
his mfe, and children, and all that he had, and 
payment to be made. The servant therefore 
fell down and hesouffht him, saying, ' Lord, have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all.' 
Then the lord of ihat servant was moved with 
compassion, and loosed him, and forgave him 
the debt.

^^Jems said, ' So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye from your hearts 
forgive not every one his brother their tres- 
passes. * For if ye forgive men, your heavenly 
Father wiU also forgive you ; but if ye forgive 
not men their trespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive y(mr«."

^lyet nothing be done through steife orvain-

o^er better than themselveB. *"We \3DJa.t «x^\ 
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starong ought to bear the infirmities of the weak, 
and not to please ourselves. Let every one of 
us please ms neighbour for his good to edifica- 
tion. For even Christ pleased not himself, but 
as it is written, * The reproaches of them that 
reproached thee fell on me.' Wherefore receive 
ye one another, as Christ also received us to 
the glory of God; "^ and let aR your things be 
done witti charity. 

*« Comfort yourselves together, and edify 
one another. And we beseech you, brethren, 
to know them which labour among you, and 
are over you in the Lord, and admonish you ; 
and to esteem them very highly in love for their 
work's sake ; and be at peace among yourselves. 
We exhort you, brethren, warn them that are 
imruly, — comfort the feeble-minded, — support 
the weak, — ^be patient toward all men. See 
that none render evil for evil imto any man, 
but ever follow that which is good, both among 
yourselves, and to all men. •In all things 
shewing yowraekea patterns of good works that 
cannot be condemned; that he that is of the 
contrary part may be ashamed, having no evil 
thing to say of you. ^**Be all of one mind, having 
compassion one of another ; love as brethren, 
be pitiful, be courteous; not rendering evil 
for evil, or railing for railing : but contrariwise 
blessing. "And the Lord make you to increase 
a^d abound in love one toward another, and 
toward all men ; "knowing that ye are there- 
unto called, that ye should inherit a blessing."

The sin of an uncharitable spirit, 

' ^^ Judge not, and ye shall not "be yi^^^\ 
condemn not, and ye shall not "be conaenma^-.

For with the same 
measure that ye mete withal it shall be 
measured to you again. 

"Why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye, but perceivest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye ? Either how canst thou say 
to thy brother, * Brother, let me pull out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou thyself 
beholdest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out jfirst the beam out 
of thine own eye, and then shalt thou see clearly 
to pull out the mote that is in thy brother's eye. 

2 "Him that is weak in the faith receive ye, 
but not to doubtful disputations. For one be- 
lieveth that he may eat all things : another, 
who is weak, eateth herbs. Let not him that 
eateth despise him that . eateth not ; and 
let not him which eateth not, judge him that 
eateth : for God hath received him. "Who art 
thou that judgest another man's servant? to 
his own master he standeth or falleth ; yea, he 
shall be holden up : for God is able to make 
him stand. 

" One man esteemeth one day above another: 
another esteemeth every day «dike. Let every 
man be fully persuaded in his own mind. He 
that regardem the day, regardeth it imto the 
Lord ; and he that regardeth not the day, to the 
Lord he doth not regard it. He that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he giveth God thanks ; 
and he that eateth not, to tha Lax^ \ia ^'^i^'^^Cics. 
not, and giveih God tTiaiikB. 

But why dost tkou juSl^^ ^1 \>rtQ^^"^'^ 
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why dost thou set at nought thy brother ? for 
we shall all stand before the judgment seat of 
Christ. So then every one of us shall give 
account of himself to Gk)d. Let us not there- 
fore judge one another any more : but judge 
this rather, that no man put a stumbKng block 
or an occasion to faU in his brother's way. Let 
us therefore follow after the things which make 
for peace, and things wherewith one may edify 
another, ^Now the end of the commandment 
is charity out of a pure heart, and of a good 
conscience, and of faith unfeigned."

Will Gk)d hear his 
cry when trouble cometh upon him? * Sinners 
are afraid, — ^fearfulness hath surprised the 
hypocrites. Who among us shall dwell with 
the devouring fire ? who among us shall dwell 
with everlasting burnings ? 

*"The hypocrites in heart heap up wrath. 
^They hear words, but they will not do them ; 
for with their mouth they shew much love, but 
their heart goeth after their covetousness. 

^ **Can the rush grow up without mire ? can 
the flag grow without water ? Whilst it is yet 
in its greenness, and not cut down, it withereth 
before any other herb. So are the paths of all 
that forget God ; and the hypocrite's hope shall 
perish. EJis hope shall be cut off, and his 
trust shall be a spider's web. He shall lean 
upon his house, but it shall not stand : he shall 
hold it fast, but it shall not endure. ®He 
buildeth his house as a moth, and as a booth 
that the keeper maketh. Terrors take hold on 
him as waters ; a tempest stealeth him away 
in the night. The east wind carrieth him away 
and he departeth : and as a storm hurleth him 
out of his place.

Because the carnal 
mind is enmity against God: for it is not 
subject to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be. So then they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God. 'They that plough iniquity, and 
sow wickedness, reap the same. By the blast 
of God they perish, and by the breath of his 
nostrils are they consumed. ^For the ways 6f 
man are before the eyes of the Lord, and he 

/ pondoreth all his goings. His own iniquities

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'^"Hear now this, thou that art given to 
pleasures, that dwellest carelessly. Thou hast 
said, * None seeth me.' ^JBtU the Lord is in his 
holy temple, his eyes behold, his eyelids try, 
the children of men. Upon the wicked he 
shall rain snares, fire and brimstone, and an 
horrible tempest; this shall be the portion of 
their cup. 'Behold, ye have sinned against 
the Lord : and be sure your sin will find you 
out. ®Evil shall come upon thee; thou shalt not 
know from whence it riseth: and mischief shall 
fall upon thee ; thou shalt not be able to put it 
off : and desolation shall come upon thee sud- 
denly, which thou shalt not know. ^For the face 
of the Lord is against them that do evil; ^^and 
his eyes are upon the ways of man, and he seeth 
all his goings.

whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his flesh shall of the 
flesh reap corruption ; but he that soweth to the 
Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life everlasting."

And they which heard it, being con- 
victed by their own conscience, went out one 
by one, beginning at the eldest, even unto the 
last.

2 ** And at the season he sent a servant to the 
husbandmen, that they shoidd give hiTn of the 
fruit of the vineyard : but the husbandmen beat 
him, and sent him away empty. ^ And again he 
sent unto them another servant; and at him 
they cast stones, and wounded him in the head, 
and sent him away shamefully handled.

^"Naaman, captain of the host of the king 
of Syria, was a great man with his master, and 
honourable, because by him the Lord had given 
deliverance unto Syria : he was also a mighty 
man in valour, but he was a leper. 

**And the Syrians had brought away captive 
out of the land of Israel a little maid ; and she 
waited on Naaman's wife. And she said unto 
her mistress, * Would God my lord were with 
the prophet that is in Samaria ! for he would 
recover him of his leprosy.' And one went in, 
and told his lord, saying, * Thus and thus said 
the maid that is of tiiie land of Israel.' 

"And Noaman departed, and took with him 
ten talents of silver, and six thousand pieces of 
gold, and ten changes of raiment. So he came 
with his horses and with his chariot, and stood 
at the door of the house of Elisha the man of 
God.

"Then went he down, and dipped himself 
seven times in Jordan, according to the saying 
of the man of God : and his flesh came again 
like unto the flesh of a little child, and he was 
clean.

And whiles he tasted the wine, 
he commanded, and they brought the golden 
vessels that were taken out of the temple of the 
house of God which was at Jerusalem ; and the 
king and his princes drank in them. 

^*In the same hour came forth fingers of a 
man's hand, and wrote over against the candle- 
stick upon the plaister of the wall of the palace : 
and the king saw the "part of the hand that 
wrote. Then Bdshansutr* 8 countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, and 
his knees smote one against another. And he 
cried aloud to bring in the wise men of Baby- 
lon, and said to themy * Whosoever shall read 
this writing, and shew me the interpretation 
thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about his neck, and shall be the 
third ruler in the kingdom.'

^ **Paul and his company found at Paphos a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar-jesus : who was with the deputy 
of the country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent man ; 
who called for Barnabas and Saul, and desired 
to hear the word of God. But Elymas the sor- 
cerer withstood them, seeking to turn away the 
deputy from the faith. 

**Then Paul, fiUed with the Holy Ghost, set 
his eyes on him, and said, * full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not cease 
to pervert the right 'ways of the Lord ? And 
now, behold, the hand of the Lord is upon thee, 
and thou shalt be blind, not seeing the sun for 
a season.^ And immediately there fell on him 
a mist and a darkness ; and he went about seek- 
ing some to lead him by the hand. 

**Then the deputy, when he saw what was 
lone, believed, being astonished at the doctrine 
f the Lord."

speak no guile. Let him eschew evil, and do 
good ; let him seek peace, and ensue it ; fwr the 
face of the Lord is against them that do evil. 

® **Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any man love the 
world, the love of the Father is not in him. 
For all that is in tiie world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, 
is not of the Father, but is of the world. And 
the world passeth away, and the lust thereof : 
but he that doeth the will of Gk)d abideth for 
ever. 

^ ** Let no man deceive you with vain words : 
for because of »in cometh the wrath of God 
upon the children of disobedience. Be not ye 
therefore partakers with them; *°but be ye 
doers of the word, and not hearers only. " All 
unrighteousness is sin : ^^ cmA the soul that sin- 
neth, it shall die. ^'If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in 
us : ^* for all have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of Gk)d. ^^But if we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all imrighteousness."

But 
they sinned yet more against him by provoking 
the Most High in the wilderness ; and they 
tempted God in their heart : yea, they spake 
against Mm, Therefore the Lord heard this, 
and was wroth ; because they believed not in 
God, and trusted not in his salvation : though 
he had commanded the clouds from above ; and 
opened the doors of heaven, and had rained 
down manna upon them to eat, and had given 
them of the com of heaven. ^ He said that he 
would destroy them, had, not Moses his chosen 
stood before him in the breach, to turn away 
his wrath.

'* Yet they tempted and provoked the most 
high God, and kept not his teatimomes. 
" Therefore was the wrath of the Lord a^ain 
kindled against his people, and ho gave them 
into the hand of the heathen; and they that 
hated theni ruled over them. Many times did 
he deliver them ; but they provoked him 
with their counsel, and were brought low for 
their iTiir^uity. T^everthelesSj he regarded their 
allliction, when he heard their cry : and lie 
remembered for them his covenant^ and re- 
j^eutod according to the multitude of hia mer- 
cios- lie made them alao to he pitied of all 
those that carried them eaptivea. ^^For Am 
grout iZK^rcies* sake ?te did noX* ^aiWVy eotifiume 
them, nor foi'sake t)iem \ iox Tie ii a. ^c^j^^iaB;iA.

ILLUSTBATION. EUjaKs Bocrijloe on mount Carmel, 

^ "Elijah came unto the people of Israel^ and 
said, *How long halt ye between two opinions ? 
if the Lord be God, follow him : but if Baal, then 
follow him.' And the people answered him 
not a word. — ^Then said Elijah unto them, *I, 
even I only, remain a prophet of the Lord ; but 
Baal's prophets are four hundred and fifty men. 
Let them therefore give us two bullocks ; and 
let them choose one bullock for themselves, and 
cut it in pieces, and lay it on wood, and put no 
fire under : and I will dress the other bullock, 
and lay it on wood, and put no fire under : and 
call ye on the name of your gods, and I will call 
on the name of the Lord ; and the God that ans- 
wereth by fire, let him be God.' And all the 
people answered and-«aid, *It is well spoken.' 

" And Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, 
'Choose you one bullock for yourselves, and 
dress it first ; for ye are many ; and call on the 
name of your gods, but put no fire under.' And 
they took the bullock which was given them, 
and they dressed it, and called on tiie name of 
Baal from morning even until noon, saying, *

The necessity of regeneration. 

* **Theee was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews : the same came 
to Jesus by night, and said unto him, * Rabbi, 
we know that thou art a teacher come from 
Gj-od : for no man can do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him.' Jesus answered 
and said unto him, * Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, except a man be bom again, he cannot 
see the langdom of Gk)d.' Nicodemus saith 
unto him, * How can a man be bom when he is 
old ? ' Jesus answered, 'Verily, verily, I say xm- 
to thee, except a man be bom of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
Qt)d. That which is bom of the flesh is flesh ; 
and that which is bom of the Spirit is spirit. 
Marvel not that I said unto thee, ye must be 
bom again. The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: 
so is every one that is bom of the Spirit.* 

*"Now if any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his ; ^for verily I say unto 
you, except ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye shaU. not enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. — ^*Put off coiic«YTdx:^^^^"t^sssst 
conversation the old mail, ^^Os^ Sjs* ^^ttc^qc^ 
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according to tlie deceitful lusts ; and be renewed 
in the spirit of your minds. And put ye on the 
new man, which after Q-od is created in right- 
eousness and true holiness : * being bom'again, 
not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever. * For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision 
availeth anything, nor uncircumcision, but a 
new creature. And as many as walk according 
to this rule, peace be on them, and mercy, and 
upon the Israel of God."

ILLUSTRATION. Conversion of the Ethiopian eunuch, 

^"The angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, 
saying, 'Arise, and go toward the south unto 
the way that goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza, which is desert.' And he arose and went. 
And, behold, a man of Ethiopia, an eunuch of 
OToat authority under Candace queen of the 
Ethiopians, who had the charge of all her 
treasure, and had come to Jerusalem for to 
worship, was returning, and sitting in his 
chariot, read Esaias the prophet. 

**Then the Spirit said unto Philip, ^Qo near, 
and join thyself to this chariot.' And Philip 
ran thither to him, and heard him read the 
prophet Esaias, and said, * Understandest thou 
what thou readest ? ' And he said, * How can I, 
except some man should guide me ? ' And he 
desired Philip that he would come up and sit 
with him. — ^The plaxie of the scripture which he 
read was this, *H.e waa \"e>^ «^ «u ^^«^ H^ '^^Sk 
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slaughter ; and like a lamb dumb before his 
shearer, so opened he not his mouth. In his 
humiliation his judgment was taken away : 
and who shall declare his generation ? for his 
life is taken from the earth.' — ^Andthe eunuch 
answered Philip, and said, *I pray thee, of 
whom speaketh the prophet this* of himself, 
or of some other man?' Then Philip opened 
his mouth, and began at the same scripture, 
and preached unto him Jesus. 

"And as they went on their way, they came 
unto a certain water : and the eunuch said, * See, 
here is water ; what doth hinder me to be bap- 
tized ? ' And Philip said, * Kthou believest with 
all thine heart, thou may est. ' And he answered, 
and said, *I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son 
of God.' — ^And he commanded the chariot to 
stand still : and they went down both into the 
water, both Philip and the eunuch; and he 
baptized him. And when they were come up 
out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip, that the eimuch saw him no more :

**By faith Enoch was translated that he 
should not see death ; and was not found, be- 
cause God had translated him : for before his 
translation he had this testimony that he pleased 
God. 

"By faith Noah, being warned of God of 
things not seen as yet, moved with fear, pre- 
pared an ark to the saving of his house ; by 
the which he condemned fiie world, and be- 
came heir of the righteousness which is by faith. 

**By faith Abraham, when he was tried, 
offered up Isaac: and he that had received 
the promises, offered up his only begotten son, 
of whom it was said, 'That in Isaac shall thy 
seed be called.' Accounting that God was able 
to raise him up even from the dead; fix)ni 
whence also he received him in a figure. 
^^ These all died in i8a^,iio\.\iw:Ta!L^T^«^^ 
ihe promiaeB, but having t^^^c^ ^«ai ^«:t ^«S.^ 
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and were persuaded of them, and embraced 
them, and confessed that they were strangers 
and pilgrims on the earth. For they that say 
such things declare plainly that they seek a 
country. And truly, if they had been mindful 
of that country from whence they came out, 
they might have had opportunity to have re- 
turned. But now they desire a better coimtry, 
that is, an heavenly: wherefore God is not 
ashamed to be called their Otod : for he hath 
prepared for them a city. 

** By faith Moses, when he was come to years, 
refused to be called the son of Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter ; choosing rather to suffer affliction with the 
people of Gfod, than to enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season ; esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt : for he had respect unto the recom- 
pense of the reward."

^ "There came a certain ruler to Jems ajidi 
worshipped him, saying, * My daughter is even 
now dead : but come and lay thy hand upon 
her,'and she shall live.'

" And, behold, a woman, which was diseased 
with an issue of blood twelve years, came be- 
hind him and touched the hem of his garment ; 
for she said within herself, *If I may but touch 
his garment, I shall be whole.* "&v>^ ^'e^^^sa* 
turned him about, and w^ieii \ifi> ^^'^ V^x.»^^ 
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said, * Daughter, be of good comfort ; thy faith 
hath made thee whole.' And the woman was 
made whole from that hour. 

"And when Jesus came into the ruler's house, 
and saw the minstrels and the people making a 
noise, he said unto them, * Give place : for the 
maid is not dead, but sleepeth.' And they 
laughed him to scorn. But when the people 
were put forth, he went in, and took her by the 
hand, and the maid arose. And the fame hereof 
went abroad into all that land. 

'* And when Jesus departed thence, two blind 
men followed him, crying, and saying, ' Thou 
Son of David, have mercy on us.'

* "A MAN is not justified by the works of the 
law, but by the faith of Jesus Christ; "who 
was delivered for our offences, and was raised 
again for our justification. 'And by him all 
that believe are justified from all thmgs, from 
which they could not be justified by the law of 
Moses. * As many as are of the works of the 
law are under the curse : for it is written, 
* Cursed is every one that continueth not in all 
things which are written in the book of the 
law to do them.' * Therefwe by the works of 
the law shall no flesh be justified. 

®** That no man is just&ed by the law in the 
sight of God, it is evident : for *The just shall 
live by faith.' But the scripture hath concluded 
all under sin, that the promise by faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to them that believe. 
Before faith came, we were kept under the law, 
shut up unto the faith which should after- 
wards be revealed. Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us iinto Christ, that we 
might be justified by faith. 

' ** Christ once suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that he might bring ua to 0^^. *''S^asst^ 
ia now no condemnatioii ^ \k"eia.^\2^^^>=t^'^^ 
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Christ Jesus. For what the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the flesh, Ood 
sending his own Son in the likeness of sinful 
ilesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh : 
that the righteousness of the law might be ftd- 
filled in us, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. 

"Who shall lay anything to the charge of 
God*s elect ? It is God that justifieth. "Wno is 
he that condemneth ? It is Christ that died, yea 
rather, that is risen again, who is even at the 
right hand of Gk)d, who also maketh interces- 
sion for us. — ^^ Therefore being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ."

^ **To him that worketh not, but believeth on 
him that justifieth the imgodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness. * We are all under 
sin ; as it is written, * There is none righteous, 
no, not one.' Therefore by the deeds of the law 
there shall no flesh be justified in Ood^s sight : 
for by the law is the knowledge of sin. But 
now the righteousness of Gt)d without the law 
is manifested, being witnessed by the law and 
the prophets ; even the righteousness of Qt)d 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ imto all and 
upon all them that believe: for there is no 
difference. 

''God hath setioTlYi CTwr-Ut Je«uA to be a pro- 
pitiation through ia\^ Yxi\aa\AftQftL^ \ft ^^s^^saK^ 
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his righteousness for the remission of sins that 
are past, through the forbearance of Gbd; to 
declare^ I say, at this time his righteousness: 
that he might be just, and the justifier of him 
which believeth in Jesus.-^Where is boasting 
then ? It is excluded. By what law ? of works r 
Nay : but by the law of faith. Therefore we 
conclude that a man is justified by faith with- 
out the deeds of the law. — ^Do we then make 
void the law through faith ? God forbid : yea, 
we establish the law. 

'"Abraham believed God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness. Against hope he 
believed in hope, that he might become the 
father of many nations, according to that which 
was spoken, *So shall thy seed be.' And being 
not weak in faith, he staggered not at the pro- 
mise of God through iinbelief ; but was strong 
in faith, giving glory to God ; and being ftdly 
persuaded that what he had promised, he was 
able also to perform. And therefore it was im- 
puted to him for righteousness. Now it was 
not written for his sake alone, that it was im- 
puted to him ; but for us also, to whom it shall 
be imputed, if we believe on hiTn that raised 
up Jesus our Lord from the dead. 

" David describeththe blessedness of the man, 
unto whom God imputeth righteousness without 
works, saying, * Blessed are they whose iniqui- 
ties are forgiven, and whose sins are covered. 
Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will not 
impute sin.' 

** We say that faith was reckoned to Abx«L»sss. k 
for rzg-hteousnesfl, *Kiiow y© Vk^et^iox^ ^Qciai^X 
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they wliicli are of faith., the same are the children 
of Abraham.. And the scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen through faith, 
preached before the gospel unto Abraham, say- 
ing, *In thee shall tdl nations be blessed.'— So 
then they which be of faith are blessed with 
faithful Abraham."

The reality of faith proved hy good works. 

^ "Examine yourselves, whether ye be in the 
faith ; prove your own selves. ' What doth it 
profit, my brethren, though a man say he hath 
faith, and have not works ? can that faith save 
him ? If a brother or sister be naked, and des- 
titute of daily food, ajid one of you say unto 
them, 'Depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled; ' notwithstanding ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the body; what 
doth it profit? Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. Yea, a man may 
say, * Thou hast faith, and I have works : shew 
me thy faith without thy works, and I will shew 
thee my faith by my works.' — ^Thou believest 
that there is one God ; thou doest well : the 
devils also believe and tremble. But wilt thou 
know, vain man, that faith without works 
is dead? 

" Was not Abraham justified by works, when 
he had offered Isaac his son upon the altar ? 
Seest thou how faith wrought with his works, 
and by works was faith made perfect ? And the 

ipture was fulfilled which saith, * Abraham 
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beKeved Grod, and it was imputed unto him f«>r 
righteousness : and he was called the Friend of 
God.' Ye see then how that by works a man is 
justified, and not by fSaith only. 

"Likewise also was not Kahab justified by 
works, when she had received the messenj^ers, 
and had sent them out another way ? For as 
the body without the spirit is dead| so fsdth 
without works is dead also. 

'"Hereby we do know that we know Christy 
if we keep his commandments. He that saith, 
'I know him,' and keepeth not his command- 
ments, is a Har, and me truth is not in him.

* "We joy in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now received the 
atonement. — ^^Without shedding of blood is no 
remission, and Christ being come an high priest 
of good things to come, not by the blood of 
goats and calves ; ^(for it is not i^e^^iVAa^^*^^ 
blood of bulls and of goata ^o\v\i^ \»^^^ w^^ 
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sins ;) *but by his own blood lie entered in once 
into the holy place, having obtained eternal 
redemption for us. * Christ died for our sins; 
he was buried, and rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures. ^And he is not 
entered into the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true ; but into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the presence of 
God for us. Nor yet that he should offer him- 
self often, as the high priest entereth into the 
holy place every year with blood of others. 
For then must he often have suffered since the 
foundation of the world : but now once in the 
end of the world hath he appeared to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself. And as it is 
appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: so Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many ; "^and after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins, for ever sat down on the 
right hand of God. 

"The law having a shadow of good things 
to come, and not the very image of the things, 
could never with those sacrifices which they 
offered year by year continually make the 
comers tiiereimto perfect; ^hut Christ our pass- 
over is sacrificed for us : • and if the blood of 
bulls and of goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the puri- 
fying of file flesh : how much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through the eternal Spirit 
offered himself without spot to God, purge your 
conscience from dead ^oxka to serve the living 
God ? And for this eavi^e> \ifi \^ ^^ TasALiator 
of the new testament, t\iat.\i^ m^^^^ ^1 ^'b-^jas^' 
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for the redemption of the transgressions that 
were under the first testament, they which are 
called might receive the promise of eternal 
inheritance."

^"The band and the captain and officers of 
the Jews took Jesus in Gethsemane, and bound 
him, and led him away to Annas, tcho sent him 
unto Oaiaphas the high priest. *Now the chief 
priests, and elders, and all the council, sought 
false witness against Jesus to put him to death, 
but found none. 

*"And as soon as it was day, they came to- 
gether, and led him into their council. *And 
tiie high priest said unto him, 'I adjure thee 
by the living Gbd, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of God.' Jesus saith 
unto him, *Thou hast said : nevertheless I say 
unto you, hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven.' Then the high 
priest rent his clothes, saying, 'He hath spoken 
blasphemy ; what further need have we of wit- 
nesses? What think ye?' They answered and 
said, 'He is guilty of death.' 

"Then did they spit in his face, — ^buffeted 

him, — 'mocked him, and smote him. And 

when they had blind-folded him, they struck

/ pheay, who is it that smote ftiee^l'' ^^^^«^

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other things blasphemously spake they against 
him. 

« " When the morning was come, they led him 
away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the 
p^ovemor, who asked him, saying, ' Art thou the 
King of the Jews V And Jesus said unto him, 
* Thou sayest.' And when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he answered nothing. 
^ And Pilate went out unto the Jews, and saim 
unto them, *I find in him no fault at all.' ®And 
they were the more fierce, saying, *He stirreth 
up the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, 
beginning from Galilee to this place.' When 
Pilate heard of Galilee, he sent him to Herod, 
who himseK also was at Jerusalem at that time. 
And when he saw Jesus, he questioned with 
him in many words; but he answered him 
nothing. And the chief priests and scribes stood 
and vehemently accused him. And Herod with 
his men of war set him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. 

®"Now at that feast Pilate released unto 
the people one prisoner, whomsoever they de- 
sired. And there was one named Barabbas, 
who lay bound with them that had made insur- 
rection with him, who had committed murder, 
^^and was a robber. "Therefore, when they 
were gathered together, Pilate said imto them, 
'Whom will ye that I release unto you? 
J^arabbas, or Jesus which is called Christ?' 
(For he knew that ioT ewTj tkey had de- 
livored him.) "But Vke Oinfti ^'^'asiy^ ts^^-^^ 
the people, that "ho BhoxiV^ T^^«t t^^»»r. 
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Barabbas unto them. ^^ And they cried out all at 
once, saying, 'Away with this man, and release 
unto us Barabbas.' Pilate therefore, willing to 
release Jesus, spake again to them. But they 
cried, saying, * Crucify him, crucify him.' And 
he saith unto them the third time, * Why, what 
evil hath he done ? I have found no cause of 
death in him : I will therefore chastise him, 
and let him go.' And they were instant with 
loud voices, requiring that he might be crucified. 
And the voices of them and of fiie chief priests 
prevailed. "Pilate therefore took Jesus, and 
scourged him, ^'^and delivered him to be crucified. 

"Then the soldiers of the governor took 
Jesus into the common hall, and gathered unto 
him the whole band of soldiers. And they 
stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. 
And when they had platted a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon his head, and a reed in his 
right hand : and they bowed the knee before 
hmi, and mocked him, saying, * Hail, King of 
the Jews ! ' And they spit upon him, and took 
the reed, and smoto hun on the head. And 
after that they had mocked him, they took the 
robe off from him, and put his own raiment on 
him, and led him away to crucify him. ^'And 
he bearing his cross went forth into a place 
called Gblgotha. "And as they led him away, 
they laid hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
and on him they laid the cross, that he might 
bear it after Jesus. And there followed him a 
great company of people, and of women, which 
also bewailed and laments 1dm., \ 

^^And when they wexe co\si*& ^i^ *^^ ^^^^a^f^ 
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which is called Calvary, ^® they gave him vine- 
gar to drink mingled with gall : and when he 
had tasted thereof, he would not drink. "And 
they also gave him to drink wine mingled with 
myrrh : but he received it not. And it was the 
third hour, and they crucified him. And with 
him they crucified two thieves ; the one on his 
right hand and the other on his left. And the 
scripture was ftdfilled, which saith, ' He was 
numbered with the transgressors.' ^Then said 
Jesus, * Father, forgive them ; for they know not 
what they do.' ^^And thei/ parted his gar- 
ments, casting lots : that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophet, 'They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my ves- 
ture did they cast lots.' And sitting down, 
they watched him there ; and set up over his 
head his accusation written, *This is Jesus the 
Bjnq of the Jews.' And they that passed by 
reviled him, wagging their heads, and saying, 
'Save thyself, — If thou be the Son of Gtoa, 
come down from the cross.' Likewise, also the 
chief priests mocked him, with the scribes and 
elders, and the thieves also which were crucified 
with him, cast the same in his teeth. 

**"And when the sixth hour was come, there 
was darkness over the whole land, untU the 
ninth hour. And at the ninth hour, Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, saying, ' Eloi, Eloi, lama 
sabachthani?' which is, being interpreted, 'My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me ? ' 

^' 'After this, Jesus knowing that all things 
wore now accomp\ie\i^^> ^«l\> ^^ ^ssrc^tMie 
might ho fulfilled, B8a\k, ^l^Soiw^? KiA^^kj^^ 
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filled a sponge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus 
therefore had received the vinegar, he said, 
' It is finished.' And he bowed his head, and 
gave up the ghost. 

■*" Aid, behold, the veil of the temple was 
rent in twain from the top to the bottom ; and 
the earth did quake, and the rocks rent ; and 
the graves were opened. Now, when the cen- 
turion, and they that were with him, watching 
Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those things 
that were done, they feared greatly, saying, 
* Truly this was the Son. of God.' ^And one 
of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came thereout blood and water. 
And he that saw it bear record, and his record . 
is true ; and he knoweth that he saith true, 
that ye might believe. 

* "When the even was come, there came a rich 
man of Arimatheea, named Joseph, and begged 
the body of Jesus. And he wrapped it in a 
clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock : and 
he rolled a great stone to the door of the sepul- 
chre and departed. 

"^ " In the end of the sabbath, as it began to 
dawn toward the first day of the week, came 
Mary Magdalene and the other Mary to see 
the sepulcnre. And, behold, there was a great 
earthquake : for the angel of the Lord de- 
scended from heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone from tiiie door and sat upon it.

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" And the angel said unto the women, * Fear 
not ye ; for I fcaow that ye seek Jesus, which 
was crucified.

*®'*And they returned from the sepulchre, 
and told all these things unto the eleven ; '•to 
whom also Jems shewed himself alive after hie 
passion by many infallible proofs, being seen 
of them forty days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of QccA. And being 
assembled together with them, ^he led them 
out as far as to Bethany, and he lifted up his 
hands, and blessed them. And it came to pass, 
while he blessed them, he was parted nrom 
them, and carried up into heaven ; '^and a doud 
received him out of their sight."

the dead. Not as though I had already attained, 
either were already perfect ; but I follow after, 
if that I may apprehend that for which also I 
am apprehended of Christ Jesus.
